Marking the Limit 


There need not be too much astonishmént 
over the announcement that already the Cana- 
dian government wifl prepare a division of 16,000 
men as a first expeditionary force. This is not to 
Say that this contingent will soon leave for Eng- 
land or that it will be followed by another—or 
several] others, but simply that it is intended to 
separate immediately those who are ready to 
serve overseas from those who do not intend to 
lend their assistance except for the defence of 
national territory. The Prime Minister declared 
to Parliament that for the moment the govern- 
ment was not considering the sending of con- 
tingents to reinforce the Imperial army. He was 
more categorical on the question of conscription 
—an extreme measure for which Mr. King will 
never accept responsibility. This marks the limit 
of the participation promised to the Motherland 
by the Canadian nation. It will not go so far as 
to compromise the interior peace of Canada. 
That moral assurance jis comforting. Let us mark 
our satisfaction with it by confiding in the en- 
lightened patriotism of those who govern us. In 
an extremely difficult situation they have a right 
to count on the wisdom of the electorate.
